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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment dated June 24, 2008 in 
response to USPTO Office Action dated March 24, 2008. 

The cancellation of claims 3, 13 and the amendments to claims 1,10 and 12 and the 
addition of new claims 17-22 are sufficient to place the application in a condition for allowance 
as set forth herein below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-12 and 14-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Relative to claim 1, the major difference between the teachings of the prior art of record 
(Pub. No. 2001/0015716 Kim and USP 6,121,952, Igari) and that of the instant invention is 

that said prior art does not teach an active matrix display device having a plurality of pixels 
wherein the pixels are grouped into pixel groups (R'; G', B') according to a dominant 
degradation mechanism common to the pixels in each pixel group, and circuitry is present to 
drive each pixel group (R', G', B') at a specific duty cycle, wherein at least two pixel groups (R', 
G', B') are assigned different duty cycles. 

Relative to claim 10, the major difference between the teachings of the said prior art of 
record and that of the instant invention is that said prior art does not teach an active matrix 
display device having a plurality of pixels wherein the pixels are grouped into pixel groups 
(R, G',B), and circuitry is present to drive each pixel group (R', G', B') at a specific duty 
cycle, wherein at least two pixel groups (R', G', B') are assigned different duty cycles, and 
wherein the circuitry is arranged to address a pixel group (R', G', B') more than one time in each 
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picture frame. 

Regarding claim 12, the major difference between the teachings of the said prior art of 
record and that of the instant invention is that said prior art does not teach a method for 
driving pixels in an active matrix display device comprising the steps of: grouping the 
pixels into pixel groups (R', G', B'); assigning a specific duty cycle to each pixel group (R', G', 
B'), wherein the specific duty cycles are adjusted so as to reduce the degradation of the 
pixel/pixels in the corresponding pixel group (R', G'.,B'); and driving each pixel at the specific 
duty cycle that is assigned to its pixel group (R', G', B'). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
